PREMIER SIFTON MAKES 
EFFECTIVE REPLY TO 
OPPOSITION CRITICISM 


Ridiculousness of So-called ‘Offer to Build Road Produced by Dr. 
Blow of Calgary, Expcsed Amid Liberal Cheers—- 
Opposition Talked a Week But Never 
Looked at Specifications 


The much debated Alberta and Great Waterways Bill received 
its second reading in the Legislature yesterday. The House divided 
shortly before 7 o'clock on a further amendment moved by the 
Opposition calling upon the Government to take over the construc- 
tion of the road from Edmonton to Fort McMurray; and by a ma- 
jori.y of nineteen votes the amendment was defeated. The motion 
to give the bill its second reading was put and carried by the same 
majority. 

Amendment Called For Government Construction 

Dr. Thos, H. Blow, South Calgary, moved the amendment 
which was seconded by Leader Michener. Neither Mr. Michener 
or Dr, Blow had spoken previously on the bill now before the 
House. Before moving the amenament Dr. Blow produced what, 
on the face of it looked like an offer from a firm of contractors 
to build the A. and G. W. road tor some $5,000 per mile less than 
the amount of the figure at which the A. and G. W. bonds have 
been guaranteed. 

Knew it Carried no Responsibility 

This ‘‘offer’? was made by Janse Brothers, Boomer and Hughos, 
a firm of sub-contractors engaged in building irrigation ditches in 
southern Alberta for the Canadian Pacifie Railway. The ‘“‘offer’’ 
dealt in a superficial way with the proposed method of construe- 
tion and differed very much in character from any contract ever 
before tendered by a responsible firm of railway bailders. Very palp-

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THE ALTERNATIVE POLICY 


After beating about the bush 
for a whole week the Opposition 
have at last come out in the open. 


By resolution moved yesterday 
by Dr. Blow and seeonded by 
Mr. Michener, they affirmed that 
as the A. & G. W. company had 
made default in payment of in 
terest on the bonds and the Gov 
ernment had suffered monetary 
loss the Government should un 
dertake the construction of the 
railway without delay Follow 
ing up this amendment Dr. Blow 
submitted an offer from the con- 
tracting firm of Janse Brothers, 
Boomer & Hughes, to build the 
railway and hand it over com- 
plete to the Government for 
$14866 a mile with 60 pound 
steel, or $16,466 a mile with 80 
pound steel 

The points in the resolution 
are: First, it ignores the decision 
ot the privy couneil in regard to 
ownership and control of the A 
& G. W.. bond money. Second, 
it commits the party to construc 
tion of the railway by the pro- 
Vincial government Third, it 
does not relieve the province 
trom payment of interest on the 
bonds during econstruetion or 
afterwards Fourth, it leaves 
the province liable for possible 
deficits in maintenance after 
comp elion, and, filth, it leaves 


legitimate claims for labor and, 


supplies furnished the A. & G. W. 
company unsettled or to be set 
tlea by the provinee, and as well 
the claims of the Royal Bank for 
the mondy arlvanced to Clarke 
and his associates on the sup 
posed security of the contract. 
All these points are fully covered 
in the arrangement with Mr 
MeArthur.
